About the first of February of this 
year, with the wholehearted coopera- 
tion of the membership and friends 
of the Ft. Mill, S. C., Church, we start- 
ed the construction work on ou 
beautiful new parsonage, which we 
were successful in completing in June. 
It has eight rooms, hardwood floors, 
and an “L” sun porch screened in, 
with tile floors, which runs to the 
garage under the same roof. The 
house is furnished with two conaplete 
tile baths, with showers, and a com- 
plete Youngstown kitchen, includin 
an electric dishwasher. The house is al- 
so equipped with an automatic heating 
and cooling system. The light fixtures 
are beautiful, and they, with the labor, 
cost approximately $1,400. The roof is 
of improved asbestos, guaranteed for 
fifty years, and our good pastor, the 
Reverend W. E. Johnson, thinks the 
roof may last as long as he stays here. 
Our parsonage is located on the corner 
lot beside the church, on Academy 
Street, which is one of the main 
streets of Ft. Mill. The church is, in- 
deed, grateful to all who gave dona- 
tions on this project, and especially 
are we grateful to the Spring’s Cotton 
Mill, which donated $1,000. An in- 
surance company values the property 
at $24,000, but the cost of the lot 
and building, including free labor, 
amounted to $22,000. The church is 
proud of this parsonage, and delighted 
to be able to furnish such a nice place 
for our good pastor and his family to 
live. It has been through God’s abun- 
dant blessings upon our lives, and 
through the wholehearted teamwork 
on the part of the pastors, members, 
and friends, that this success has been 
realized.—Church Reporter.

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THE CHRISTIAN FUNERAL 


In a Christian funeral the body, as well as the spirit of 
the deceased, is in consideration. You remember that St. 
Paul said, “There is the natural body, and there is the 
spiritual body.” It is well known to us that the natural 
body is the home of the spirit. Through it we express our- 
selves, and its appearance and condition depend largely 
on the quality of the spirit which inhabits it. For instance, 
its animation and meaning, as well as beauty, come to it 
from the spirit, for when the spirit leaves, the natural 
body is like an empty, deserted house. 

You remember the psalmist David said, “As for man, 
his days are as grass: as a flower of the field, so he flour- 
isheth. For the wind passeth over it, and it is gone: and 
the place thereof shall know it no more,” Psalm 103:15, 16. 
Also, Simon Peter said, “All flesh is as grass, and all the 
glory of man as the flower of grass. The grass withereth, 
and the flower thereof falleth away.” But before that, 
remember he said, “Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth for ever,” 1 Peter 1:24, 23. This is in 

erfect keeping with Eccl. 12:7, “Then shall the dust re- 
urn to the earth as it was: and the spirit shall return 
unto God who gave it.” And all of this simply says that 
the natural body is a fragile thing—short lived. That 
reminds us that we must give back to the mother earth 
those minerals and salts which have been lent to us dur- 
ing the short period when we have use for blood, flesh, 
and bone. The Christian’s humble submission and resig- 
nation to this is proclaimed in the Christian funeral serv- 
ice. 

We are told that death is not by any means the end, 
and that we may confidently live every day of this mortal 
life in the full assurance and faith that we shall live for- 
ever after death, for Paul tells us, “For we know that, 
if our earthly house of this tabernacle were dissolved, 
we have a building of God, a house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens.” Again Paul tells us that “if in this 
life only we have hope in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable.” It is a fact that death does mean the end of 
the natural body, but it certainly does not mean that the 
spirit dies with it, for it lives on, first, in the soul body; 
second, in the glorified body; that is, on the great resur- 
rection day the spirit will claim a physical body which 


ill be raised and glorified. Does not Paul tell us in 


Thess. 4:13-18, “But I would not have you to be ignorant, 
brethren, concerning them which are asleep, that ye 
sorrow not, even as others which have no hope. For if 
we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. For 
this we say unto you by the word of the Lord, that we 
which are alive and remain unto the coming of. the Lord 
shall not prevent them which are asleep. For the Lord 

imself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
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voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another with 
these words”? 

The full realization that death does not end all things 
for us, but that there is a glorious hereafter, causes these 
words of Paul to mean more than we can express: “Be ye 
steadfast, unmoveable, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord,” 1 Cor. 15:58. Therefore, the Chris- 
tian funeral is not only a matter of showing proper rever- 
ence and respect for the deceased physical body, but also 
demonstrating gratituide that the person’s soul has re- 
turned to be with its Maker in perfect peace and fellow- 
ship. The precious Word of God, which is read from selec- 
tions appropriate to the age and Christian character of 
the deceased, as well as the songs that are sung and the 
prayers that are prayed, lays stress upon these thoughts. 
The Christian funeral, therefore, lays renewed emphasis 
upon the thought of the new life which is open for the 
departed Christians, as well as respect for the lifeless 
body, in preparing and giving to it a resting place. When 
a sinner is funeralized by Christian services, it is both 
a matter of condemnation and warning to the living sin- 
ners. 

Another thing about the truly Christian funeral service 
is that it should be a time when every person present is 
thinking of what their own hope for eternal life is and 
the uncertainty of this life. It is also a time to pray that 
God will give strength and faith to those who are left 
in grief by the loss of their loved one. 

There is no time when a pastor has opportunity to be 
of greater blessing to his members than on the occasion 
of sickness and death. He should be present to help, in 
every way possible, the dying until death, and then assist 
the bereaved loved ones in any way they would desire him 
to in making the funeral arrangements, as well as con- 
ducting the funeral. The family of the deceased should 
not feel reluctant in the least to call on their pastor for 
help, even to invite other ministers to assist him in the 
funeral, or, as the case might be, to officiate. No pastor 
should take exceptions to the family, due to a long-time 
acquaintance, spiritual help and Christian fellowship, 
even desiring a former pastor to conduct the funeral. He 
should not only call the minister, but make everything 
convenient for him when he arrives. Every minister should 
remember that he would be happy for people to think 
much of him in years to come. The family, however, 
should keep in mind the faithful service the present pas- 
tor is rendering, and be careful to show to him proper 
respect. 

The Christian funeral is generally conducted in the 
church, and properly so, because, in all reality, the Chris- 
tian is almost inseparable to the church. The church is 
the place where Christians like to take their marriage 
vows. It is also the place where they bring their children 
up in the Sunday School and general services. The church 
is the place where Christians come to seek God for com- 
fort, strength, and consolation; and it is only natural that 
to a person who has lived in such close association with 
the church to want his funeral conducted in it. It is true 
that some Christian funerals are conducted in the homes, 
and some even in mortuary chapels; but wherever it is at 
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all possible, I think they should be conducted in the 
church, for the church creates an atmosphere which is 
both spiritual and triumphant. There the deceased, in 
many instances, was won to the Lord Jesus and received 
his spiritual experiences and physical healings during 
life. There is where he had heart to heart, hand to hand, 
and face to face Christian fellowship with fellow mem- 
bers. There is where the voices sing and the music is made, 
not of dull, droll, lifeless, hopeless songs and music, but 
triumphant, victorious songs of heaven and eternal life. 
In fact, it has been my own experience to have those who 
were about to take their departure from this life re- 
quest that in conducting their funeral I see that everyone 
acted free and natural and worshiped God just as if there 
were no one dead, for, after all, the only thing that would 
be dead would be the body, and they themselves, in spirit, 
would be very much alive. 

I like the thoughtfulness, as shown by ministers in the 
Christian funeral, in going to the home of the deceased, 
escorting the pallbearers to the hearse, riding before the 
hearse, then escorting the pallbearers into the church, as 
well as accompanying them to the hearse at the close of 
the service. The attendance upon a Christian funeral is, 
in most instances, a marked indication of love and respect 
for the life the deceased has lived, as well as a testimony 
to the belief that he has gone to be forever with the Lord. 
However, there are times when, due to working condi- 
tions, and I fear also the spirit of the age that is making 
inroads upon the Christians, the attendance is not as 
large as it should be and has a tendency to create a ques- 
tion in the minds of the bereaved ones as to the real sin- 
cerity of those who have pretended to be staunch friends 
and fellow Christians of the deceased and family. After 
all, it is only human that we like to be respected and 
have our loved ones respected; therefore, we should be 
careful to do unto others as we would have them to do 
unto us, even as relates to our sickness, death, and funeral. 

The Christian funeral, especially by holiness people, as 
respects the nature of the message and the words of the 
burial service, is not limited to a set ceremony. In fact, I 
do not feel that all the services could be alike. If it were 
a matter of just the rich and the poor, then they could, 
but when it comes to the young and the old, the Christian 
and non-Christian, the layman and the minister, and 
those in other professions of life, we believe that there 
are not only general passages of Scripture for all, but 
specific passages of Scripture that are more adaptable to 
certain individuals than others. It is possible for a min- 
ister to add to the grief of the family, and, at the same 
time, embarrass others and himself by reading an inap- 
propriate passage of Scripture or using the wrong sub- 
ject material. 

The nature of the floral offering is always impressive, 
and it is only natural for Christians to show great interest 
by giving floral offerings as an expression of their respect 
for the deceased. However, this can be overdone, and I 
think in many instances, where there is so much money 
spent on flowers, that it would be much better to invest 
most of the money in a monument, a church window, or 
some piece of furniture in the church that would be a 
more lasting memorial to the deceased. After all, flowers, 
though very appropriate, are very perishable, and last 
but a very short time. 

There is another thing that I think may be overdone, 
at times, in even the Christian funeral, and yet with all 
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sincerity and love by the family of the deceased, and that 
is in buying expensive metal caskets and vaults. A wooden 
casket is very substantially built and nice in appearance, 
and will cost far less. After all, no matter what the loved 
one is put away in, it is God’s plan that the body re 
turn to its mother earth, and this it will do, eventuall 

regardless of what it is encased in. Many times a lot of 
this expense is gone to contrary to what the wishes of 
the deceased were, for certainly it is the desire of the 
dying that those left behind live well; especially is that 
true of a father or a husband. They think of providing for 
the family in life and in death. 


Nowhere in the funeral service is the Christian touch 


more evident than in the committal service, when the 
words are entoned, “Ashes to ashes, dust to dust, to await 
the resurrection morning when the trumpet of God shall 
sound and the dead in Christ shall rise first and we which 
are alive and remain shall be caught up together in the 
cloud to meet the Lord in the air. So shall we ever be with 
the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another with these 
words.” In this solemn, yet holy atmosphere, the relatives, 
as well as all present, bid the body of the deceased goodby 
for the night shades, with the full realization that the 
resurrection morning will soon come, and there will be a 
reuniting of loved ones in a glorified life. 

These and many other indisputable facts constitute and 
make the Christian funeral the complete opposite, as much 
so as day is to night, to paganistic, Christless, hopeless fun- 
erals, for our Christian funerals are out of full 
respect for the life the deceased has lived while spirit 
and body were together, as well as for both body and spirit, 
since they are separated, and a definite testimony of our

tian funeral and burial is an inseparable part of the 
Church of God so long as time shall last.

Upon the recommendation of the 
Williston, Fla., Church of God, H. L. 
Chesser was licensed as an evangelist 
on March 2, 1921, as minister 544. This 
very Sigromaneees | little note is attached 
to his evangelistic questionnaire: “I 
have seen this young man. He has a 
fine appearance.”—F. J. Lee, state 
overseer. 

This young man, “of fine appear- 
ance,” divided his time between me- 


chanical work in a garage and preach- 
ing until the fall of 1923, at which 
time he enrolled in Bible Training 
School, Cleveland, Tenn., where he 
attended through ’26. During this time 
he traveled as a member of a sing- 
ing evangelistic quartet, the other 
members being his brother, P. W. 
Chesser, J. M. Baldree, and Bentley 
Robinson. They filled appointments 
—s the school term, and sang dur- 
ing the school vacation, largely in 
Texas and Florida. Rev. Chesser spent 
the year of 1927 in evangelistic work 
in Florida, at the end of which time 
he began a 4-year pastorate of the 
Coconut Grove, Fla., Church. On Oct. 
7, 1932, he was ordained. His next 
pastorate was at Lakeland, Fla., where 
he served 2 years, after which he be- 
came the pastor of the Clearwater, 
Fla., Church for 5 years. Then for a 
period of only 6 months he pastored 
the Ft. Myers, Fla., Church, before 
being appointed state overseer of Ala- 
bama, where he served until the As- 
sembly of 1942, at which time he was 
appointed state overseer of North 
Carolina, where he served until the 
Assembly of 1944. At that time the 
church work was divided into 6 dis- 
tricts, to be supervised by that many 
Assistant General Overseers, and he 
was elected and appointed to serve 
over the Northwestern District. He 
served in that capacity one year, at 
the end of which the districting of 
the nation discontinued, and he was 
elected to serve as Assistant General 
Overseer, which office he held for 4 
years. Then, he was elected General 
Overseer and is filling this office his 
4th year.

Text: I Samuel 30:19 











The word “recover” means to get 
again, win back, regain, to make up 
for; as to recover losses. 

One of the most difficult tasks in 
the Lord’s work is the task of re- 
covery. Jt requires, great skill and ef- 
fort to win back that which the enemy 
has stolen. The fact remains, we have 
lost a great many things. Some have 
said, “Forget the things that are be- 
hind.” In some cases we can afford to 
do so, but some things are too valu- 
able to let go. 

If I go to market and purchase 
several items of value, I take great 
care that I do not lose any of them. 
However, if I should lose one or two, 
as soon as I discover my loss I would 
begin a search. 

If you read the story of the text, 
you will see how God gave David per- 
mission to pursue the enemy, also 
the promise that all would be re- 
covered. Some will say, “But what 
have we lost?” If we had a record 
from every church of the people who 
have been saved and have turned 
back, I am sure we would be amazed. 
These we have lost; we did not want 
to lose them, but nevertheless they 
slid out. The word “slide” means to 
move smoothly; uninterrupted mo- 
tion. How easy it is, once the devil gets 
us sliding, then like a sled on a 
hillside, down we go; the nearer we 
get to the bottom the faster we 
slide. I do not think we warn peo- 
ple enough against backsliding. Of 
course, we can pursue and make 
greater effort to regain them. Re- 
member, they are valuable and are 
worth going after. Sometimes it’s a 
tough job, but they are ours and we 
have a right to them. I hope we can 
recover all of them in this new year. 

A fellow minister told us about a 
revival he conducted in a certain city. 
He said people came to the altar in 
great numbers, but when he returned 
a short time later, he could find none 
of them. In John’s Gospel, 15:16, 
Jesus says, “Ye have not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you, and ordained 
you, that ye should go and bring forth 
fruit, that your fruit should remain.” 
If I did my best for the Lord and won 
only one soul in a year’s time and that 
soul became another soul-winner, I 
should feel it more profitable than 
if I had won ten and made a show 
on my report, but was unable to find 
them in church. 

I think of the churches and fields 
we have lost. “Maybe not too many,” 
you say, but, after all, they are valu- 
able and we need them. The little 
churches are soul-saving stations, al- 
so; we have none to give away. Per- 
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haps when we hear of some small, 
struggling church about to fold up, 
we take it lightly and brag about the 
big churches we have. We can all 
think of some field that has been 
overrun by the enemy, and we have 
a perfect right to pursue and regain 
it. To be sure, we shall have to in- 
vade — grounds, and we may 
get the battle scars upon us, but this 
is a challenge. It will mean the blow- 
ing up of the devil’s fox holes, but 
God’s power is enough. We sing the 
good song “The Fight Is On, O Chris- 
tian Soldiers,” but some have forgot- 
ten to fight. “You must be brave and 
fight against all evil, never run nor 
lag behind” the writer has said in 
the old battle song “Keep on the Fir- 
ing Line.” If you win, you must fight. 

It takes courage to fight; our souls 
must look to God alone. Although 
David had lost his wife and children, 
and the people were so grieved they 
spoke*® of stoning him, he did not 
despair, but asked God what he should 
do. God told him to pursue in ma- 
terial things; how much more we 
should pursue in spiritual things! If 
you have done the will of God, go 
after that which the enemy has stolen 
from you, and by the grace of al- 
mighty God recover it. 

There are still other things we need 
to recover; among them are the old 
landmarks. We often hear people say 
things about the old days, and we 
sigh for the time when everything 
was cheap, when life was leisurely, 
when a house was a home, when 
women knew their place, when we 
never worried about income tax or 
atom bombs, when you could go buy 
the weekly groceries without having 
to drive twenty miles to find a park- 
ing meter. Those are fond reminiscen- 
ces of what some call “better days.” It 
was truly great when one could buy 
milk at five cents a quart, eggs at 
fourteen cents a dozen, and a suit for 
ten dollars, but these are not the old 
days of which I am thinking. I am 
thinking of the days when we went to 
church to get a blessing and be a 
blessing to others; to pray and help 
others find Jesus, not to show our fine 
clothes and chew beechnut gun. I am 
thinking of the days when some good 
saint of God could speak under the 
anointing of the Holy Ghost and speak 
in other tongues without people look- 
ing at him like they thought he had 
an overdose of religion; of the time 
when folks didn’t let their watches 
rob them of spending some time at 
the altar. Even church members can 
not pray any more for watching the 
time. Yes, I am thinking of the time

when every Church of God member 
believed in feet washing and sancti- 


~fication. If he didn’t, he was not con- 


sidered an intellectual giant, endowed 
with unusual mental capacity, who 
had some new school of thought. 

Education is a wonderful thing; we 
should thank God for our education 
and we should study continually to 
better our ways and means of winning 
more souls to Christ; however, we may 
go too far with our hair-splitting tech- 
nicalities and injure both ourselves 
and others. The primary purpose of 
education is to equip us for a more 
abundant life; to help us earn a living 
for our families, etc. There is far too 
much theory and too little of God’s 
Holy Spirit being taught our children 
in some of our American colleges. So- 
called professors of religion have too 
long hoodwinked the American par- 
ents and filled our children’s minds 
with other than the old landmarks. I 
refer to feet washing, tithing, and 
sanctification, because among the 
many misunderstood teachings sanc- 
tification ranks highest. It is certainly 
a much-debated topic. Between these 
three great subjects the devil and his 
hordes have had many a laugh, but 
praise God, the Church of God, in 
spite of persecution and cruel remarks, 
has continued to preach and teach the 
old landmarks. 

There are two kinds of evidence— 
direct (or testimonial), and indirect 
(or circumstantial). My husband can 
give direct testimony as to when and 
were he was sanctified. As for my- 
self, I can not give direct testimony; 
I do not know. I was not taught a def- 
inite work of grace; however, I have 
indirect testimony because of the evi- 
dence in my life. Proof does not consist 
of time and place, but rather of the 
evidence. I might tell you I had such 
an experience on July 7, 1943, but if 
I did not have the evidence in my life, 
it wouldn’t mean much. The only way 
to produce the evidence of sanctifi- 
cation in our lives is to walk in the 
Spirit. If we study the law of heredity, 
we shall discover a dominating fac- 
tor. Just so it is with our spiritual 
life—we inherited the inbred sin, 
hence there must be a dominating 
factor. The Scripture gives the simple 
answer, “Walk in the spirit and you 
will not fulfill the lust of the flesh.” 
If we grow careless in our daily living 
and carnal in our walk of life, I doubt 
whether the evidence of sanctification 
will be visible. Of course, all of us shall 
never see eye to eye, and we have a 
right to think for ourselves, taking the 
Bible as the one great authority. I

TEXT: John 14:2, “In my Father’s 
house are many mansions: if it were 
not so, I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you.” 


A great many people imagine that 
anything said about heaven is only a 
matter of speculation, but there would 
not have been so much in the Scrip- 
ture on this subject if God had want- 
ed to leave the human in darkness 
about their future home. 2 Tim. 3:16, 
“All scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness.” What the 
Bible says about heaven is just as 
true as what it says about everything 
else. 

What we are taught about heaven 
could not have come to us in any 
other way than by inspiration, for 
no one knew anything about it but 
God; therefore, if we want to find 
out anything about heaven, we must 
receive it from God’s Word. 


What Is Heaven? 

Some claim that there is nothing 
to justify us in believing in any other 
heaven than that we know here on 
earth. This earth cannot be the place 
God has prepared for those who serve 
Him, for there is not anything that 
is permanent on earth. Look at the 
cities spoken of in the Bible and see 
how they have fallen and perished. 
For instance, think about Antioch. 
It was there that Paul came to preach 
the glad tidings of the gospel of 
Christ, and it was there that the dis- 
ciples were first called Christians. Yet, 
with all this work by Paul, the city 
fell. So we see that there is not any- 
thing permanent in this world; there- 
fore, this earth could not be heaven, 
for heaven will be a supreme felicity, 
or a state of bliss and eternal hap- 
piness. 1 Cor. 2:9, “Eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them 
that love him.” 

Heaven is a holy place, where the 
throne of God is located. 2 Chron. 
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Rev. L. J. Potts was licensed as a min- 
ister “of the Church of God, Oct. 26, 1925, and 
ordained in 1947. He was born physicaliy in 
Mantochie, Miss., in 1903, and born again 
when 13 years of age, 6 miles from Red 
Boyola,.in the home of Joe Holley. Later, 
Brother Potts was sanctified and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. He is now engaged in 
mission work in Mayfield, Ky., on 303 W. 
Onn and North Ninth Streets, and extends 
a welcome to all in that community to wor- 
ship with him.

30:27, “The priests the Levites arose 
and blessed the people: and their voice 
was heard, and their prayer came up 
to His holy dwelling place, even unto 
heaven.” Isa. 6:1, “In the year that 
King Uzziah died I saw also the Lord 
sitting upon a throne, high and lifted 
up, and his train filled the temple.” 
Isa. 66:1, “Thus saith the Lord, The 
heaven is my throne.” 
The Manner of Heaven 

Jesus has gone to prepare a place 
for us; therefore, we like to learn 
all that we can about its structure 
and inhabitants. John was carried 
away in the spirit and allowed to see 
the holy city, New Jerusalem. It had 
a wall high and great, with twelve 
foundations and twelve gates: on the 
east three gates, on the north three 
gates, on the south three gates, and on 
the west three gates. 

The foundations of the wall were 
garnished with all manner of precious 
stones. The first foundation was jas- 
per, a greenish color; the second was 
sapphire, a bright blue; the third was 
chalcedony, a pale blue; the fourth, 
an emerald, a rich green color; the 
fifth was sardonyx, a brownish red; 
the sixth was sardius, a pink color; 
the seventh was chrysolyte, an olive 
green; the eighth was beryl, a bluish 


green; the ninth was a topaz, a yel- 
low; the tenth was a chrysoprasus, a 
light green; the eleventh was jacinth, 
a green purple; the twelfth was 
amethyst, a purple color. 

John saw the walls of the city meas- 
ured, and the length, breadth, and 
height were each twelve thousand 
furlongs, which would make the three 
dimensions each fifteen hundred miles. 
Think of a city fifteen hundred miles 
long, fifteen hundred miles wide, and 
fifteen hundred miles high, with 
streets of pure gold, as it were 
transparent glass. When we _ stop 
and meditate upon the beauty of 
heaven, we can understand why 
Jesus, in Luke 10:20, told the 
seventy, when they returned, not to 
rejoice because the devils were sub- 
ject unto them, nor because He had 
given them power over the enemy, but 
rather rejoice because their names 
were written in heaven. 

“The gates of [the city] shall not be 
shut at all by day: for there shall be 
no night there. And there shall in no 
wise enter into it anything that de- 
fileth, neither whatsoever worketh 
abomination, or maketh a lie: but 
they which are written in the Lamb’s 
book of life.” 

Necessity of Heaven 

It is not God’s will that any should 
perish, but that the redeemed may 
have an eternal home free from all 
trouble and care that sin has brought 
upon this world. 

Practically all of us may never be 
able to go around the world; we may 
never be able to see any of the 
foreign countries; but every Christian 
by and by is going to see a land that 
is very far off. This is our Promised 
Land, with a blissful climate up there. 
There will be no room to find fault. 
We shall leave all our pains and aches 
behind us, and find everlasting health, 
such as earth can never know. 

Think of a city without tears—God 
wipes away all tears up yonder. This 
is a time of weeping, but by and by 
there will be a time when God will 
call us where there will be no weep- 
ing. It is a city without pain, sickness, 
sorrow, and death. There is no dark- 
ness there. “The lamb is the light 
thereof.” It needs no sun; it needs no 
moon. The paradise of Eden was as 
nothing compared with this one. I be- 
lieve this just as much a place and 
just as much a city as is New York, 
Chicago, London, or any other large

SOULS ARE BEING SAVED; NEW 
WORK OPENED; BUILDING UN- 
DER CONSTRUCTION 


Dear Friends: 

Another month has slipped by, and 
again we bring you news of the activi- 
ties in Haiti. At our pastoral confer- 
ence, July 24, 25, each of the district 
pastors brought a good report from 
his territory. Souls are being saved; 
new works are being opened; buildings 
are under construction—some with 
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very little aid from the mission; and 
members of local churches are under- 
standing the Bible system of support 
for the ministry. At one place, where 
they were accustomed to paying only 
4 to 5 gourdes (80 cents to $1.00) each 
month, now 4 pay 25 gourdes 
($5.00) each month. 

At one place in the north, Gros 
Horne, near Gonaive, a new work has 
begun, and 40 were converted during 
one month. Among this number was a 
“houngan” (Voodoo priest). At his re- 


quest a group of the brethren de- 
stroyed his idols, etc. Then, before 
they left, he asked them to remove a 
stone from his yard. These stones are 
handed down from generation to gen- 
eration and play an important part 
in their religion. This one weighed 
approximately 5 or 6 pounds, but the 
one man who tried to lift it was un- 
able to do so. He called for help, but 
4 men were unable to lift it. They 
prayed; they tried to lift; they prayed 
again and again. After much prayer 
and much effort, they were at last 
able to roll away the stone. Such is 
the power of the devil and his re- 
sistance to giving over his territory 


_ to true believers in God. 


Recently we received an invitation 
from two single girls—missionaries 
from the Emmanuel Missionary 
Church—to visit them and witness the 
huge crowds who passed their com- 
pound to worship the devil during a 
“fete” at the foot of a near-by water- 
fall. They are located about 43 miles 
northeast of Port-au-Prince; 8 of 
those miles are some of the worst in 
Haiti. Circumstances prevented our 
accepting the invitation at the time 
of the “fete,” but this past week end 
we did visit them and viewed the falls. 
Such magnificent grandeur of scenery 
and display of God’s handiwork in- 
spires wors. Pp. it is true. But it is such 
a terrible thing that those who wor- 
ship there worship not our true and 
living God. These girls are conse- 
crated, holiness a who preach the 
true gospel, and through their ef- 
forts many have found the way of 
salvation. Our visit with them was 
very inspirational. 

Now we should like for you to meet 
Gladys, a little girl from our orphan- 
age. We did not know that she had a 
mother .“R- but recently her moth- 
er came to take her child. She is a 
nice looking woman, working for an 
American family, and well able now 
to care for her child, but as yet is not 
converted. Gladys is 9 years old but 
not much larger than a 5-year-old 
American. Knowing that Gladys would 
be going to a non-Christian home, we 
gave her a Bible and talked to her 
quite a lot that last day. We have a 
church near her home, and we told 
her the times of the services. After a 
few days her mother visited us and 
apologized for not being able to send 
Gladys to church each Tuesday, 
hors ones & and Sunday nights. She 
said that Gladys told her she had to 
go to every service, and that all day 
long she had her Bible with her and 
sang the church songs. She told her 
mother and older sister that she 
wanted them to go to church with 
her so that they would be converted. 
We are thankful for the training 
Gladys ‘has had, and are made to 
think of the words of Jesus, “For of 
such is the kingdom of heaven.” 

We are thankful that God is pouring 
out His blessings upon His people in 
Haiti, and wish to thank those of you 
who have helped and have prayed for 
this “vineyard” of our Master.

Brother Enix testifies: “I was 
saved in 1908, sanctified in 1913, bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost in 1915, and 
joined the Mountain Assembly Church 
of God in 1913 and the Church of 
God in 1920.

C. Tharp, H. L. Chesser, W. J. Milligan,

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of Kentucky six years, our present 
state overseer, R. R. Walker, J. D. 
Bright, our Editor-in-Chief, and F. R. 
Harrawood. My greatest achievement 
has been in helping little churches and 
neglected places where no one else 
had been or apparently cared to go. 
I have built five church houses and 
helped to build others. 

“TI was born at Coal Creek, Tenn., 
Oct. 8, 1888. I attended a country 
school, and got to the fourth grade. I 
married Miss Roxie Ann Cox, March 
3, 1909, at Jasper, Tenn. We have four- 
teen children, ten living, seven 
boys and three girls. Five of my boys 
are married and all have good jobs. 
Three of them are saved. My girls are 
all married, and two are saved. I 
have two boys at home, and both are 
in school. My baby boy was sixteen 
years old in August, 1951. 

“In 1945 I was in California with 


one of my boys who was wounded in 
the Pacific, and I visited another 
small holiness church and preached 
some for them. Before I left I received 
the membership and property into the 
Church of God, including the pastor 
and his wife, also the deacon and his 
wife. This church was a Congrega- 
tional Holiness Church. My daughter, 
who is there now with her husband, 
who is in the U.S. service, is their 
pianist, and she says the church is 
doing fine, and that they have a good 
pastor. 

“The Church in the past has had 
many struggles, persecutions, and bat- 
tles with the enemy, but it has won 
the victory and at present is a shin- 
ing light to the world. It has won 
many thousands to its folds and in 
the future will continue to win many 
more thousands. I think the Church 
is sending out the most qualified men 
and women for the ministry of any 
organization in the world, and will 
continue until Jesus comes. I believe 
Lee College has been a great asset to 
the Church and its ministry, and I 
pray God’s blessing to always be on 
His church.”

As a nation we spend up to $750 
on pleasure, sins, and amusements to 
every dollar given to church work. 

Our nation harbors three times as 
many criminals as college students. 

A major crime is committed every 
22 seconds. 

A murder is committed every 40 
minutes. 

There are 60 suicides in our nation 
daily. 

One million illegitimate babies are 
born annually. 

One million girls have venereal dis- 
ease. 

Fifteen million “sex” magazines are 
printed monthly and read by teen- 
agers. 

There are more barmaids in America 
than college girls. 

Unless America turns back to God 
and repents of her sins, we will suffer 
as have other nations that became 
selfish, sinful and besotted. “The na- 
tion and the people that forget God 
shall perish.” 


TRAGIC 

Leonard W. Mayo, president of the 
Child Welfare League of America, re- 
ports that 100,000 children are born 
out of wedlock in the United States 
each year. He also reports that 
6,000,000 children are members of 
families disrupted by divorce, death, 
or desertion. Over 100,000 children are 
born each year without benefit of 
medical care. Over 1,900,000 children 
under 15 suffer from some chronic dis- 
ease or impairment. Twenty-five per 
cent of the persons committed to 
mental institutions each year are un- 
der 18 years of age.
